negotiate such now' rules as they 
could with their employees to re- 
place the federal government rules. 


Numerous rules were thus asrreed 


upon on Individual roads, but on. no 
road was it possible to draft an en- 
tire new set. The rules disagreed 
upon were then sent back to the 
labor board, and the rules promul- 
gated today will replace any such 
rules not agreed upon by the roads 
and their employees. 
In any case 


where a rule has been agreed upon 
by the carrier and its employees, that 
rule governs, even though the labor 
board rule may be entirely djftrent. 


CLASSIFICATION CHANGED. 
The majority of the changes ef- 


fected by the new rules la In the 
classification of the work to be per- 
formed by the various crafts. 
Al- 


most without exception these classi- 
fications are 
made 
more elastic. 


Under previous agreements with the 
shop crafts, including the national 
agreement, It has been the custom to 
define in detail the various types of 
work belonging' to each craft. 


The carriers have complained that 
the national agreement' sot up in 
such minuto detail the classification 
of dutias that work not requiring1 
specialized skill in any craft was 
assigned exclusively to a particular 
craft. 
For example work not re- 


quiring a mechanic's skill was as- 
signed to a skilled mechanic, thus 
making 
efficient 
an 
deconomlcal 


operation Impossible, according to 
the railroads. 


The rules effective today broaden 


the scope of each craft's work. The 
machinist working1 on running re- 
pairs may connect or disconnect any 
wiring, coupling or pipo connections 
necessary to repaii- machinery 
or 


equipment. 
This work was pre- 


viously assigned to electrician* and 
sheet metal workers only. 


Under the new rules, engineers, 


firemen »nd cranesmen ar* not pro- 
hibited from making- such repairs 
to equipment on the lines of the road 
as they are qualified to perform. The 
new rules thus allow trarn operatives 
to perform repair work even though 
it is ordinarily considered Bhop me- 
chanic's work.

THE LATEST TRAGEDY. 


Red Bluff, a small California city, has been 


stunned by a terrible tragedy. Twelve of its boys 
and girls, only a few short years from adult 
citizenship, yesterday were slain as the autobus 
in which they were riding to high school at- 
tempted to cross a railway track in front of a 
moving train. Today there are many »rief- 
stricken families, depressed class-mates, and gen- 
erally a sorrowing population in lied Bluff. 
Twelve boys and girls, well along in iheir prep- 
aration for efficient citizenship, having reached 
high school, were worth a great deal 10 "Red 
Bluff, aside from Iheir worth according to the 
estimates of their respective parents. And all 
are lost 


Our moral and spiritual perception* have been 


cruelly dealt with during the last seven years. 
They have become dulled. There have been such 
gigantic losses elsewhere on earth, millions slain, 
hundred of thousands starved to death, thousands 
massacred, even nations depopulated and blotted 
out, that we often fail to get the proper per- 
spective of a tragedy such as just sustained bv 
Red. Bluff. 


But we should think very seriously about the 


loss of. twelve high sclmol students, because it 
may lend a little more emphasis to the necessity 
of guarding against such frightful accidents as 
happened yesterday at Red Bluff. Why should a 
vehicle carrying fifteen persons be in front of a 
railroad train ? Why should the charge of such 
a, public conveyance be entrusted to one who 
might permit it even to be near a railroad train ? 
These and many other'questions arising out of 
the "accidenlal" loss of human life are crying 
for an answer.

When the new revenue will was 


first prpsentcd to the Senate the pstl- 
m.itcs of expenditures for the fiscal 
year ending .Tune 30, 1922, made it 
necessary to raise 
from 
internal 


taxes $3,272,000,000. Since that ttmp, 
however, the estimates of expendi- 
tures have been decreased by one 
important Item and increased by an- 
other. 
The decrease arises in con- 


nection with the special railroad ex- 
penditures In settlement ot claims 
arising under federal control. Presi- 
dent Harding has recently announced 
that It will bo possible to meet spe- 
cial 
railroad 
expenditures In an 


amount of $94,000,000, not hitherto 
counted upon, from tho proceeds of 
the sale of equipment 
notes and 


other railroad obligations held by 
the government. On the other hand, 
the good roads bill recently approved 
provides additional appropriation of 
190,000,000, of which about JSO.OOO,- 
000 will be available 
during this 


fiscal year, but of which, however, 
only about $20,000,000, It Is esti- 
mated, will be expended during this 
fiscal year. The budget of expendi- 
turps for the fiscal year 1922, there- 
fore. Is reduced by $94.000,000 and 
incrpaspd by $20,000,000, a not re- 
duction of $74,000,000. Taking Into 
account this reduction of S74.000 000 
It- becomes 
necessary to raise, in 


round figures, only $3,200.000,000 by 
Internal taxes durlnjr tha fiscal year 
3922. As already stated, tho revenue 
bill will yield 
during thp current 


fiscal year $3,216,100,000, or approx- 
imately $16,000,000 In excess of tne 
estimated rcequirement?. 


It is not possible at this time to 


make an accurate forecast of the 
expenditures for the 
year 1923, 


but it is as certain as forecasts of 
this kind can be made that the spo- 
clat railroad expenditures during the 
fiscal year 1923 will be very largely 
reduced; and that other material 
economies or reductions will he ef- 
fected not only by the> bureau of 
the Budget, but as a result of 'the 
cliyarmawnt conference now In ses- 
sion. Taking Into account these re- 
ductions, the probable increase in 
thp customs collection?, and th« 
gradual emergence of the country 
from the depression from which w« 
arc now suffering, I have no doubt 
that the new revenue Mil will sup- 
ply for the 
year 1923 the full 


amount that must under the budget 
be derived front Internal taxes. 


It need not bn feared that we shall 


fail to levy sufficient taxes. ,Th« de- 


liberate purpose of the revenue bill 
Is to compel economy in expenditures 
by restricting taxation. The bill is 
based on the conviction that this IB 
a time to economize and retrench; 
to reduce taxes and not to juggle or 
manipulate taxes. 
The Republican 


conlerees accepted us their flr.st duty 
the task of raising in taxes enough 
revenue to pay,, without borrowing, 
all the ordinary expenditures of the 
government. 
They have, however, 


gone further than that. They have 
proposed taxes sufficient to cover not 
only the ordinary expenditures of 
the government, but to provide In 
addition 
5205,754,865 to be used 


through the sinking fund for the 
reduction ot tho public debt. 
Be- 


yond that point, however, it was not 
thought wiso to go. This IH no time 
to Impose—beyond the amount re- 
quired to meet current expenses and 
maintain the sinking fund——new or 
additional taxes. It is a fitting time 
to halt expenditures by refusing to 
vote taxes. 


Due provision haa been made" for 


reduction of the public debt. 
The 


budget of, expenditures which 
the 


new tax bill is designed to balance 
and in greater part to cover author- 
izes expenditures for th" extinguish- 
ment ot public debt amounting in 
all to $381,354.805, the details of 
which may be found in tho state- 
ments or letters of the secretary of 
the treasury, dated August 4, 1921, 
and August 10, 1921. 
In tho face 


of this program involving debt re- 
duction of $381,354,865, which fig- 
uro does not Include the $170,0t)0,- 
000 hereafter mentioned, the 
bill 


will be attacked by Democratic crit- 
ics for not providing enough taxes, 
as It has been attacked In tho past 
because It is proposed to refund, or 
to meet from loans, maturing debt 
obligations In the amount of $170,- 
000,000—debts contracted by a Dem- 
ocratic administration, but tho bur- 
den of which must be borne by a 
Republican 
administration. 
Tho 


Democrats sneer at our effort to save, 
criticize executive heads for prom- 
ises to live well within their appro- 
priations, and by inevitable Interfer- 
ence spur tho administration to spend 
more money and levy heavier taxes. 


The revenue act 
of 
1921 is a 


transitional or temporary measure 
Tt docs not plare the tax system'on 
a stable or scientific basis. But it 
is better than the law which It will 
supersede because of tho reduction 
,of the tax burden and tho technical 
or 
administrative 
Improvements 


which it effects, it repeals outright 
transportation 
and 
miscellaneous 


sales or nulsanre taxes which In the 
fiscal year 1921 yielded $326,630,266; 
and it reduce"; taxes on soft drinks, 
admissions, 
candy, and 
so forth, 


Which produced $196,482,943 in the 
fiscal year 1921 to an annual yield 
of $127,400,000, Thg miscellaneous 
consumption or sales taxes have been 
reduced In all $396,713,209, or, ignor- 
ing tobacco ami alcoholic liquors, by 
more than one-hal*. 
This alone 


would make thfj bill worthy of adop- 
tion. 
It is, as hag been said, a tem- 


porary measure. But nothing better 
than * temporary measure will ne 
possible until the people of this coun- 
try give to the question of Federal 
taxation, an amount 
and kind of 


study which fl has not yet received; 
until, in particular, the people be- 
come convinced of the sincerity and 
truth ot the contention that the pro- 
posal to reduce excessive {,« rates Is 
not designed to relieve ths rich and 
profiteer, but to avert the breakdown 
of 111* Jncom* tax. »n«ihackle busl- 
nes*, *n« Infere*s« Iht tax rerenu*.
